Your board is aware that the 
Co-terminous Boundaries Com¬ 
mission recommended the estab¬ 
lishment of the division as being 
in the general interest of the Pass 
area, and for that reason the mat¬ 
ter is under serious consideration. 
It is probable that legislation will 
>be considered at the present ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature making the 
establishment possible though not 
in itself creating the division. 

The Minister of Education has 
agreed that he should enter into 
further discussions in the Crows¬ 
nest Pass before action is taken 
and will no doubt be in consulta¬ 
tion with your board.

I have received your registered 
letter of February 9, 1954 enclos¬ 
ing a petition signed by 1,975 
electors of your district, requesting 
that they be permitted to vote for 
or against the inclusion of the 
district in the proposed School 
Division in the Crowsnest Pass 
area. 

Under the circumstances pre¬ 
vailing this area there is no pro¬ 
vision in The School Act for a 
vote of the knd requested. We are 
still hopeful, however, that your 
Board and ratepayers can be per¬ 
suaded it will be to the advantage 
of Coleman, as well as Frank, 
Bellevue-Hillcrest, Blairmore and 
Passburg to establish a new School 
Division comprising all of these 
districts. 

In order that ratepayers of 
these districts may have every op¬ 
portunity to receive all available 
information regarding the pro¬ 
posed Division and to thoroughly 
discuss the whole matter, we shall 
endeavor to arrange for a public 
meeting or meetings to be at¬ 
tended by the Deputy Minister of 
Education, Dr. W. H. Swift, and 
myself as soon as possible after 
the conclusion of the current ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature. 

Dr. Swift will communicate with 
you further at to early date con¬ 
cerning these arrangements.

Gets $7,500 
For Injuries 

For injuries received from a 
live piece of fireworks at the Cal¬ 
gary Exhibition and Stampede 
July 12. 1951, Walter Zur of Cole¬ 
man received $7,500 from the 
Stampede and the fireworks com¬ 
pany according to a judgement 
roll filed at the courthouse Tues¬ 
day. 

Counsel for all parties involved 
appeared Monday before Mr. Jus¬ 
tice W. G. Egbert and announced 
a settlement had been reached. 

Results of the settlement filed 
Tuesday were that Mr. Zur would 
receive $5,000 from defendants 
Joseph J. Godin, president and 
manager of Interstate Fireworks 
Manufacturing and Display Co., 
and the fireworks company itself; 
and a furthex,$2,500 from the Cal¬ 
gary Exhibition and Stampede. 

The Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede will recover by way of 
indemnity insurance the $2,500 
from Mr. Godin and the Inter¬ 
state Fireworks. 

Mr. Zur then a student from 
Coleman at the Provincial Insti¬ 
tute of Technology and Art, had 
a severly injured hand and the 
small finger was amputated. He 
originally claimed through Hel- 
man and Barron for special dam¬ 
ages of $1,180 and general of 
$35,000.

With the 

Legislature 


The Alberta legislature swung 
into the throne speech debate at 
the legislative buildings in Ed¬ 
monton this week with indications 
pointing to a session that will 
last about six weeks. 

The second session of the pro¬ 
vince’s 12th legislature was open¬ 
ed last week by Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor J J. Bowlen, who read the 
Speech from the Throne follow¬ 
ing traditionally colorful opening 
ceremonies set off by a 15-gun 
salute. 

About 400 persons attended the 
house opening, including a host 
of dignitaries on hand for the 
event. However, there were some 
empty seats on the floor where 
the main guests sat alongside 
members of the legislature. Both 
the public gallery and the Speak¬ 
er’s gallery were crowded, and the 
press gallery was occupied by re¬ 
porters from newspapers, radio 
stations and news agencies. 

The 51 Social Credit members 
of the 61-seat house, led by Prem¬ 
ier E. C. Manning, ocoupied rows 
of desks to the right of the Speak¬ 
er Peter Dawson, member for 
Little Bow. The strong hold the 
government has on the house was 
illustrated by the one row of Op¬ 
position members, who totalled 
only nine. However, there will be 
one desk added to that row next 
week when W. J. C. Kirby, Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative takes his 
seat as the result of his election 
in the February 15 Red Deer by- 
election. 

The government’s determination 
to go ahead with export of natur¬ 
al gas was evident in the throne 
speech, which laid out plans for 
the formation of a privately 
owned company to build and oper¬ 
ate a natural gas gathering sys¬ 
tem in Alberta. The speech said 
the system would gather gas to 
be turned into the export line 
which will originate at Princess, 
Alta Although the provincial con¬ 
servation board has not yet ap¬ 
proved gas export, the throne 
speech, written by the govern¬ 
ment, said the house would be 
asked to approve legislation set¬ 
ting up the gas-gathering com¬ 
pany. There was no indication as 
to who would finance the new 
company, but it will not be a 
crown company. 

Another item in the throne 
speech dealt with a promise to 
Increase financial aid for munici¬ 
palities and rural electrification. 
Municipal spokesman have so far 
had little comment on the promise 
of further municipal aid, although 
they have expressed hope that It 
will be big enough to give munici¬ 
palities some help In getting out 
of their serious financial problem. 

Other highlights of the throne 
speech were plans to establish a 
royal commission to investigate 
metropolitan government for Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary, more severe 
penalties for driving infractions 
and extension of driver testing 
stations to all parts of Alberta, 
special attention to pollution of 
Alberta rivers, an agreement with 
the federal government for treat¬ 
ment and rehabilitation of men¬ 
tally and physically disabled per¬ 
sons, introduction of measures to 
alleviate the teacher shortage, 


establishment of an Alberta bur¬ 
eau. and amendments to the Al¬ 
berta Labor Act, the Municipal 
Districts Act, and the Assessment 

Act. 

Proposals dealing with the tea¬ 
cher shortage may become the 
most controversial subject of the 
current session. The nature of the 
proposals was not disclosed, but 
it is believed that Education Min¬ 
ister A. O. Aalborg will ask the 
house to allow high school grad¬ 
uates to become teachers after 
a short course of six weeks. As¬ 
sociations of school trustees and 
teachers are strongly opposed to 
the plan, claiming that it will 
lower teaching standards. 

The throne speech debate open¬ 
ed with addresses by Raymond 
Rierson (S.C. St. Paul) and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Robinson (S.C.Medicine 
Hat). Liberal Leader J. Harper 
Prowse was the first opposition 
speaker. 

Problems of the education sys¬ 
tem, Alberta’s teacher shortage 
and school construction shaped up 
this week as one of the major is¬ 
sues facing the provincial legisla¬ 
ture after the house agreed to 
conduct special hearings during 
the present session. 

The house decision to investi¬ 
gate the education issue came on 
the heels of Education Minister 
A. O. Aalborg’s announcement 
that the government wants to set 
up a six-week short course at 
the University of Alberta to allow 
high school graduates to become 
“student teachers”. 

Harold E. Tanner (Lib. Ed¬ 
monton) proposed the motion 
which cleared the way for the 
investigation, and an amendment 
brought in by Aalborg directed the 
legislature’s agriculture, coloniza¬ 
tion, Immigration and education 
commmittee to investigate and 
report on matters affecting the 
shortage of teachers In Alberta.^ 
school construction and all mat¬ 
ters affecting education. 

The committee Is comprised of 
the entire membership of the 
legislature and it is expected spe¬ 
cial morning sittings will be held 
to hear representatives of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association, the 
School Trustees’ Association, 
Home and School groups, and 
other organizations. 

The throne speech debate 
moved along speedily this week 
after the majority of cabinet min¬ 
isters and leaders of the opposi¬ 
tion parties took their turns In 
addressing the house. 

Opposition Leader, J. Harper 
Prowse, head of the four-man 
Liberal bloc, called for the ap¬ 
pointment of a Highways Com¬ 
mission to make long-term plan¬ 
ning and suggested the use of 
concrete for main trunk roads to 
cut down heavy maintenance 
costs. He said many roads had 
not been built to stand up over 
long periods of time and that tax¬ 
payers were not getting their 
money’s worth in road construc¬ 
tion. Prowse’s remarks drew the 
ire of Highways Minister Gordon 
Taylor, who said in his address 
that the Liberal leader’s com¬ 
ments were a “discredit” to the 
province. 

CGF leader Elmer (Roper urged 
the government to set up a crown 
company to build the gathering 
system which will be set up in 
connection with gas export. He 
said, “We are faced with the pros¬ 
pect of having a private mono¬ 
poly perform a public function,” 
and said the Social Credit govern¬ 
ment Is “handing assured profits” 
to private capital. 

Progressive Conservative house 
leader, J. Percy Page, said that 
although his party had gone on 
record favoring more liquor out¬ 
lets, he personally favored the 
banning of mixed drinking 
throughout the entire province. 

Industries and labor minister 
Norman Wlllmore, making his 
first address as a cabinet minis¬ 
ter, said that Alberta has the best 
labor -record of any province in 
Canada and credited "healthy re¬ 
lations" between labor and man¬ 
agement for the fact that there 
was only one strike in the province 
last year. 

The throne speech debate is ex¬ 
pected to be concluded by the 
middle of March, when Premier 
E. C. Manning will hand down 
his budget for the coming fiscal 
year. Political observers expect 
the budget to call for expendi¬ 
tures of about $165,000,000, an 
all-time record. 

Completion of the budget de¬ 
bate will be followed by a study 
of the estimates, possibly the most 
important phase of the entire ses¬ 
sion. All member of the house will 
have an opportunity to give close 
scrutiny to government spendings 
as they go over the estimates item 
by item.

Dear Mr. Kovach: 

The Crows’ Nest Pass Local of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
strongly object to the rumored six 
weeks’ training course for teach¬ 
ers. 

Teaching is the basic profession 
Only well trained and educated 
and professional teachers should 
be allowed in the profession. 

The proposed six weeks’ course 
will not provide this type of 
teacher. 

Some candidates will not have 
achieved an educational standard 
required for successful teachers. 
Any student now in grade twelve 
will be eligible. This implies that 
these potential candidates can be¬ 
come teachers after six weeks of 
training whether they pass their 
courses or not. Also not all stu¬ 
dents In grade twelve are taking 
a complete grade twelve course. 
Many may be taking one or two 
grade twelve subjects while com¬ 
pleting grade ten and eleven. Ed¬ 
ucationally, these-Students are nat 
ready to be teachers. 

Many of these students are emo¬ 
tionally immature. How can they, 
during a six week course, be given 
the background in subject matter 
and psychology to meet the many 
and varied classroom situations 
which would confront them? 


The pupil will be the first to 
suffer both educationally and em¬ 
otionally - emotionally because of 
insecurity caused by poor train¬ 
ing and also by the lack of under¬ 
standing by an unskilled teacher. 

The trainees will also be vic¬ 
tims of this training scheme. Will 
they be proficient and happy in 
their ability to manage skilfully a 
classroom or will they become 
frustrated and helpless by their 
lack of ability? 

The prestige of Alberta will 
also suffer. Alberta’s educational 
standards have been under re¬ 
cent criticism. Will such a train¬ 
ing program help to erase the 
criticism or will it justify this 
criticism in the future? 

The Honorable Minister of Ed¬ 
ucation in his New Year’s greet¬ 
ing to the AT A. states. “Now as 
always the prestige and status ac¬ 
corded teachers depends upon the 
calibre of service rendered.” We 
agree. We urge that the present 
prestige and status of our teach¬ 
ers be not jeopardized by the rum¬ 
ored proposal. 

We request that you use your 
influence in preventing this pro¬ 
posed legislation.

Claims Predators Destroying 
Deer In Foothills 

Preservation of wild life in the 
mountains north of Coleman is 
the major interest of 74-year-old 
Johnny ©peers of Maycroft, who 
interviewed James Hartley, MIA. 
at Fort Macleod recently on this 
subject. He would like to see the 
provincial government taking ac¬ 


tive steps toward protection of 
big game along the foothills. 

Mr. Speers claims that in the 
Gap predatory animals have al¬ 
most cleared out the deer in that 
area. He said the situation there 
has been bad for the past 10 
years. (He points out that from 
Burmis to the High River water¬ 
shed, coyotes and cougars have 


taken heavy toll of both deer and 
mountain sheep along the east 
side of the Livingstone Range. 

The flood of 1942 destroyed 
most of the natural food of the 
coyotes and caused them to go 
higher in search of sustenance. 
Consequently they continue their 
depredations among the moun¬ 
tain sheep. 

The worst damage occurred 
when snow is deep, and the moun¬ 
tain sheep had to plunge through 
the snow from one ridge to an¬ 
other to feed, while the coyote 
could travel on the top of the 
deep snow. 

The months of February, March 
April and May, when the ani¬ 
mals are weak and poor and ap¬ 
proaching the fawning season is 
the period that cougars and coy¬ 
otes taken the worst toll, Mr.

man should be appointed to bring 
these predators under control. As 
many as eight coyotes in a band 
have been observed in the upper 
country skirting a herd of range 
cattle. Recently Fred Burton was 
seen to bring in two coyotes that 
he had killed--one a large brush 
wolf. 

Mr. Speers spoke of the bene¬ 
ficial results of setting out of poi¬ 
son in the Cardston area, which 
had practically cleared out the 
coyote population. He believes 
that the same method should be 
used along the mountains to save 
the game. 

There are few fishermen and 
hunters who visit the best spots 
back in the mountains that do not 
know this oldtimer. Many have 
visited him at his cabin in the 
Forest Reserve. 

Some visited him when he was 
living in a cave, with a steer 
hide hung over its mouth to serve 
as a door. Some years ago he had 
a 25-mile trapline, but now re¬ 
sides on his farm on Heath Creek 
during winter, where he has sev¬ 
eral pack horses and spends the 
summers in the Gap. 

He seldom shoots a deer, but 
takes a pleasure in seeing how 
close he can approach before they 
detect him. 

Arthur Scheer, former provincial 
brand inspector, knew him when 
Til fan a herd of his own cattle 
neAr the Waldron Ranch 50 years 
ago. He worked for the Waldron 
for some time, and was a good 
rider, and even now breaks colts. 
Happy in his type of life, he is 
rugged and hard as nails, owes 
no one a oent and would not 
change to the comforts of modem 
life, though he always keeps a 
battery-powered radio and makes 
visitors welcome at his cabin. 

Johnny Speers is better known 
to most by the name of “Barb 
Wire” Johnny. He went to school 
on Beaver Creek in his youth and 
remembers the day that Henry 
"Frenchie” Reviere came into the 
country. 

Some four years ago Mr. Speers 
was operated on for a back in¬ 
jury but now he claims he’s as 
fit as he ever was. He spent two 
years in the Peace River country 
but returned to the south and the 
mountains he loves. He first came 
here in 1890 from Wiarton, On¬ 
tario, and in the early days knew 
Donald Ross, who had a trap 
line along the mountains. 

Interested in the old Lemon 
Mine, Mr. Speers claims that it 
will only be found by following 
the color of the creek, which he 
believes is in the High (River 
watershed. 

It is a recognized fact that Mr. 
Speers knows the east slopes of 
the Rockies better than any man 
alive, and that visitors to his cab¬ 
ins find him most interesting to 
talk to. His land is in the old Wal¬ 
dron Hay Coulee on Heath Creek.

Research Lab To 
Aid Coal Industry 

Premier Manning said Friday 
night the Alberta government is 
convinced that a long-range rem¬ 
edy for the province’s ailing coal 
industry must be sought in fields 
other than use of coal in its na- 
tural state. 

To this end, the premier said 
in his budget address to the Al¬ 
berta legislature, the government 
hopes to provide a research lab¬ 
oratory for the Alberta Research 
Council. It will have special pilot- 
plant facilities for coal research. 

The legislature will be asked to 
approve an appropriation of $400,- 
000 to cover initial construction 
in the coining year. 

Mr. Manning said the federal 
government has agreed to help 
with staff if Alberta provides the 
building. 

He noted that Alberta coal 
production last year dropped 1,- 
277,049 tons to 5,917,423 tons. 

Mr. Manning said the govern¬ 
ment has assured the industry of 
its full support in a renewed ef¬ 
fort to increase sale of Alberta 
coal in eastern markets. 

Active support has been pro¬ 
mised by the Ontario government 
and the federal mines department.

FOR ALL COMERS 
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Progress Presents Problems 
For Farmers, Says Dr. Weir 

DAUPHIN, Man.—Increases in size of farms and greater 
use of mechanical power and modern machinery has created 
important problems for farmers, Dr. W. J. Weir, dean of the 
faculty of agriculture and home economics, University of 
Manitoba, stated while speaking at the annual banquet of 
the Dauphin chamber of commerce recently. 


One of these problems is that 
the farmer requires more capital 
to establish himself on a farm. 
‘'The farmer as a landowner is 
also the worker and today he is a 
worker with a relatively large 
amount of capital invested in his 
job," Dr. Weir said. 

"In Manitoba studies on farms 
in the Red River Valley, the aver¬ 
age total capital investment per 
farm is approximately $55,000 and 
in the south central area (Kil- 
larney) average capital is $29,000. 

“Trends in farming over the 
past 30 years Indicate that agri¬ 
culture is moving away from the 
status of self-sufficiency to that 
of commercialization. About 30 
years ago farmers disposed of 
about 65 per cent, of their total 
production through the market. 
Today this is closer to 80 per cent, 
of the value of total production.” 

Modern tractors and larger more 
efficient auxiliary farm machines 
not only perform more work, but 
also do it more quickly. This 
change In power and machinery 
has resulted in farms increasing 
in size and requiring less labor to 
operate them. 

The consequence is that farm 
labor handles more land and live¬ 
stock per worker, resulting in 
higher returns to farmers. In 1921 
average gross cash income per j 
Canadian worker was $927 while j 
in 1951 it was $3,386.

fessional agricultural development 
and in fact our whole .lationa! 
economy, will depend largely on 
the continuing support which agri¬ 
cultural research will receive.” 

Significant changes have also 
taken place in the realm of agri¬ 
cultural education, Dr. Weir de¬ 
clared. These changes have been 
away from the practical degree 
course and towards specialization 
in definite fields. 

In relation to agriculture on an 
international scale, Dr. Weir quot¬ 
ed the following: 

‘‘Most of the people in the world 
are hungry most of the time; yet 
by applying present knowledge to 
problems of production and distri¬ 
bution, we could ensure reasonable 
standards of nutrition to all.” 

Topic of Dr. Weir's address was 
"Trends in Agriculture". He was 
introduced by Don Fraser and 
thanked by John Gardner.

Certified Seed 
Available For Manota 
Potato Variety 

For the first time since Manota 
potato variety was named and li¬ 
censed by the University of Mani¬ 
toba in 1952, certified seed is avail¬ 
able for sale, it is announced by 
officials of the Extension Service, 
Manitoba Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

The Manota originated from a 
cross made in North Dakota in 
1938 and in 1945 it was received 
by the University of Manitoba as I 
a seedling.

Seed stocks have been increased j 
during the past two years and at . 
present growers have a supply of !

Many Hardv Prairie Plants 
Introduced By Medal Winner 


Dr. A. F. Yeager, who will be 
awarded the eighth Stevenson Me¬ 
morial Gold Medal at the annual 
meeting of the Manitoba Horti¬ 
cultural Association in Winnipeg, 
February 18, is being honoured for 
his "conspicuous contribution of 
new distinctive hardy garden 
plants”. 

Vegetable improvement has been 
Dr. Yeager's major effort. While 
Professor of Horticulture at the 
North Dakota State College, 
Fargo, he developed bush type to¬ 
matoes which were exceptionally 
early, productive and even-ripen¬ 
ing. He has since bred varieties 
very rich in vitamin content. 

His Sunshine Corn is a parent 
of the Morden hybrid, Sugar 
Prince. Buttercup squash provided 
prairie gardens with an acceptable 
substitute for sweet potatoes. An 
outstanding example of Dr. Yeag¬ 
er's other varieties is the New 
Hampshire Midget — a small, 
sweet and early watermelon. 

While progress in fruit breeding 
is usually slow. Dr. Yeager’s skill 
was expressed within a few years. 
Pixwell and Abundance gooseber¬ 
ries are now the main varieties 
grown in prairie Canada. Ruddy 
raspberry is a favourite canning 


variety. Cooper cherry-plum is an 
improvement on Compass. Red 
River crabapple is a leader. 

The Stevenson Memorial Gold 
Medal was instituted in memory of 
the late A. P. Stevenson of Pine 
Grove Nursery, Morden. Previous 
winners have been Dr. F. L. Skin¬ 
ner, Dropmore, Manitoba, in 1932; 
Dr. . N. E. Hansen, Brookings, 
South Dakota, 1935; G. F. Chip- 
man, Winnipeg, 1938; N. M. Ross, 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan, 1941; 
Prof. W. H. Alderman, University 
of Minnesota, 1944; Wm. Godfrey, 
Morden, Man., 1947; and M. B. 
Davis, Ottawa, 1951.

VICTORIA, B.C.’—The Southern 
Production Co., Inc., of Forth 
Worth, Tex., has announced it 
would spend $5,000,000 in an 18- 
month search for oii and gas in 
the Peace River J?lock of Alberta 
and British Columbia. 

A company spokesman said here 
his firm had completed arrange¬ 
ments with the Canadian Atlantic 
Oil Cp„ of Calgary, for the ex¬ 
ploration program. Canadian At¬ 
lantic has 4,000,000 acres of po¬ 
tential oil ar.d gas lands under 
lease. 

The American announcement 
appeared to substantiate reports 
that the West Coast Transmission 
Co. was winning its fight to gain 
United States approval of a na¬ 
tural gas pipeline from the Peace 
River area to the Pacific north¬ 
west states. 

The U.S. federal Power Com¬ 
mission is holding hearings to de¬ 
termine whether West Coast or 
Northwest Pipeline Co., should get 
the franchise to supply the states. 
Northwest plans to tap reserves in 
Mexico. 

The Canadian government al¬ 
ready has given permission to 
West Coast. '

In one year, 6,800 people met 
violent death in Canada, many of 
whom would be alive today had 
immediate transfusion facilities 
been available. In one year 21 per 
cent, of all maternal deaths were 
due to haemorrhage—three quar¬ 
ters of these lives might have 
been saved by immediate trans¬ 
fusion.

Research Service 

Another feature of the Blood 
Transfusion Service is the Re¬ 
search Laboratories. To this De¬ 
partment medical practitioners 
may submit specimens of patient's 
blood. Here, special investigations 
are carried out sometimes requir¬ 
ing hours of painstaking research 
to find blood which is completely 
compatible. One type of research 
carried out : n this department is 
the Rh investigation conducted in 
cases of expectant mothers. 

Polio Serum 

Another real responsibility has 
been placed on the shoulders of 
the Red Cross. 150,000 bottles of 
blood must be collected by the So¬ 
ciety before the next Polio Sea¬ 
son. In addition to the daily blood 
requirements of our hospitals in 
1954, Red Cross has been asked to 
collect an extra 150,000 bottles of 
blood before the next polio season. 


This extra supply will be used to 
produce Gamma Globulin to help
